(UPI)—The 
New Jersey Legislature today 
takes up a unique, Republican- 
sponsored move to dodge phy­ 
sical reapportionment by weigh­ 
ing the votes of its members 


according to population. 
Backers contend the proposal 
would satisfy the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s decision requiring ap­ 
portionment 
on 
a 
population 
basis. It would give each sena­ 
tor and assemblyman a num­ 


ber of votes based on the popu­ 
lation of his county. 
For exqample, the 
senator 
from Essex (Newark) County 
would have 19 votes (actually 
19.02) to one for the senator 
from 
Cape 
May, 
the 
state’s 


most sparsely populated coun­ 
ty. In the assembly, the seven 
members from Bergen County 
would get 2.29 votes each to 1.66 
votes 
for

from Atlantic County.
